‘ Adrian’s Palace, mention’d by the Hiftorian Spar- 
* uanus, he fer 17 Men at Work, who had {carce 
‘ began to turn up the Surface of the Earth, bur 
« they came to a couple of fubterraneous Vaults ; 
‘ the Pavement of which was of Mofaic Marble. 
* There were feveral Niches in the Walls, and in 
* twoof thofe Niches were a couple of Statues of a 
* fortof Marble, call’d here Pietra di Paragone, be- 
* caufe “tis a kind of Touch-ftone. They are two 
* CenTaus, each "em 4 Roman Feer in Height : 
* The one with a Beard, and cover’d with the Skin 
‘ of a Lyon, and the other without ‘a Beard, and 
* with the Skin of a Tyger. They had both of ‘em 
* their Arms folded behind them, and their Hands 
* faftened by the ‘Tails of the Skins which hung over 
‘ their Shoulders. On one Side of each of the 
* Pedeftals, the Names of the Sculptors were en- 
‘ grav’d in Greek Characters, viz. APIETEIAS KAI 
* TIATIEIA, Arifias and Papia, and on the Top of 
‘ each of thofe Statues this Greek Word A®POAI- 
* SEIS, Apbrodifeis. One of thefe Statues received 
* alittle Damage by the Fall of part of the Roof ; 
‘ bur all the Pieces of it being found again, they 
* are about repairing it. 
* T have jult now taken a View of them. They 
b ate tweet the fineft Pieces of Sculpture not only 
‘ in Rome, but in all Europe. They are Art in 
‘ its Perfection, reprefenting Nature in Perfeétion. 
‘ The Names of thefe Sculptors are not mention’d in 
‘ Hiftory ; but they as well deferve to be tranfmitred 
* to Pofterity as Phidias and Protogenes. “Tis fuppos’d 
‘ that Ariftias carv’d the Figure of the Mao, and 
‘ Papia that of the Horfe ; for ‘tis not conceivable 
‘ how one Hand could execute both thofe Parts to fo 
* great a degree of Perfection.
